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EDDC proposal to raise cost of street markets

CHARITY street markets in Seaton could be set to 
face a hike in the administration fee charged by East 
Devon District Council (EDDC). 

The EDDC executive board, which will be meeting 
tomorrow (Wednesday), has recommended approval for 
the plan, that will also affect street markets in Sidmouth, to 
increase the fee it charges from £15 to £20 for street 
markets in the seaside town. 

Figures show that street trading income received by the 
district council from street markets across east Devon this 


financial year stands at £8,610. If the new charges are 
approved EDDC is hopeful of raising an extra £2,700 
bringing the total fees for the next financial year to 
approximately £10,880 — an increase of 33 per cent. 

A spokesman for EDDC said: “In 2009 changes were 
made to the designation of some streets in Seaton to enable 
street trading to continue to take place in the town. The 
facility is not greatly used, however, when it is used the 
majority of the trading is organised by charities to raise 
money for local causes. 

“Whilst the administration and policing of normal 
consents is quite staff intensive the procedure agreed for 
the Seaton charitable consents is less onerous for the 


council as the charity both run and police the market under 
one consent. 

“The Seaton charity markets have been in existence for 
some years and currently requires only a small input from 
the council hence the recommendation that the single 
existing consent fee be increased by only £5 — from £15 
to £20. 

“Whilst perhaps not covering all the administration costs 
it will cover most of it.” 

If the proposal is approved by the executive board the 
recommendation will then go forward to the full council 
for approval. If approved by the full council the new 
charges will come into effect from April 1st this year.

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Study underway to 
gauge possibility of 
passenger boat bid

A STUDY is underway to 
establish if there is any mileage 
in setting up a network of 
small-scale passenger boats 
along the Jurassic Coast, for 
commuters and tourists alike. 

If the vision materialises, there 
could be an east Devon route 
connecting Sidmouth, Seaton, 
Lyme Regis and West Bay. 

The Jurassic Coast World 
Heritage and Dorset Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty teams 
have a vision of a network of 
small-scale, privately operated 
passenger boat services along the 
UK’s first natural World Heritage 
Site and beyond. 

An initial report has already been 
published by the teams behind the 
Waterborne Transport Study. 

The report stated: “Road traffic 
has grown on some sections of 
coastal roads by between 23 to 34 
per cent in just 11 years. 

“Community attitude surveys 
relating to tourism in the southwest 


show that one of the few consistent 
areas of concern relate to car- 
related issues, and the east Devon 
and Dorset road infrastructure is 
under particular pressure. 

“Even if the rate of growth of 
traffic slows in the future relative to 
historic trends, it is simply not 
sustainable to consider that ever 
increasing traffic can be 
accommodated on ever improving 
roads on the Jurassic Coast, 
particularly considering the 
potential long-term loss of roads 
and parking due to coastal erosion. 
A ‘Plan B’ is essential.” 

Whilst those behind the project 
admit there are potential problems 
like tidal issues, a possible lack of 
depth, quay space and so on, they 
claim perception is the greatest 
barrier. 

The report authors said: “The 
major barriers to development of 
greater use of water transport for 
passengers are perceptional, rather 
than related to the marine 
environment or regulatory issues. 

“The overall perception of the 
stakeholder community is that it 


cannot be done — even though it 
can. 

“The perception is that it is too 
difficult to tackle — even though it 
isn’t. 

“We consider that these 
perceptions exist because the 
stakeholder community is not 
organised or coherent enough to 
recognise and change them. 

“Thus water-based passenger 
transport is not on the public policy 
agenda, and therefore not on the 
funding agenda. Nine times out of 
ten, the solution to transport 
problems is more road capacity. 

“When will this lacuna of 
strategic thinking be filled?” 

“An immediate and significant 
change in attitude is needed now if 
this is to happen. 

“We do not underestimate how 
difficult this will be, but let us be 
clear that this is achievable. 
“Stamina, patience and partnership 
will be essential.” 

The project is part of Dorset 
County Council’s (DCC) work to 
create a new local transport plan, 
and a DCC spokesman said: “A 


network of passenger boat services, 
integrated with existing transport 
connections, could provide a 
sustainable travel option for 
visitors, local people and 
commuters along the Jurassic 
Coast and extending into Poole 
Bay and Torbay. 

“An initial scoping report in 2009 
showed that waterborne transport 
could provide a realistic and 
popular alternative for both 
everyday and leisure journeys. 

“A small survey found that 84 per 
cent of those asked would be 
interested in travelling by boat. 

“The Jurassic Coast team is 
inviting the people of Dorset and 
Devon to have their say on 
waterborne transport as part of the 
draft Bournemouth, Poole and 
Dorset Local Transport Plan 3, 
which is currently out for 
consultation.”

Raymond treads 
boards just like 
his father did... 
oh, yes he does!

A STOCKLAND man says 
performing on the stage is in his 
blood. 

Raymond Fletcher has been 
involved in the local amateur 
dramatic scene since he was a child 
and will this year be taking on a part 
played by his father in 1954. 

At the age of 14 he made his big 
stage debut at the Marine Theatre in 
Lyme Regis, taking on a leading part 
in Cinderella. 

Since then Mr Fletcher has carried 
on the family tradition and has always 
performed in the seaside town. 

“I had a part in the chorus of 
Cinderella but then one of the main 
actors went down with illness the day 
before the show. I had been out at a 
dance that night and when I got home 
the producer was sat in my kitchen 
and he asked if I could take on this 
leading part,” said Mr Fletcher. 


“I love acting and have always been 
able to learn lines quickly so naturally 
I jumped at the chance and since then 
I have had a lot of leading roles.” 

The former military man and full 
time magician says it was his father 
who inspired him to tread the boards. 

He said: “Dad had always been in 
pantomime. He would play the dame 
and comedy parts and he was a really 
cracking actor. I guess it was through 
him that I first got involved with the 
Lyme Regis Pantomime Society. 

“I love performing in Lyme. The 
society is like a real family and it is 
such a good group, everyone gets 
involved. The wives help with the 
stagework and makeup and there is a 
lovely atmosphere that I don’t think 
you would get with other societies. 

“We all have a good party after the 
last show has finished.” 

In this year’s production of Sinbad 
the Sailor Mr Fletcher will have two 
parts to play. He will play the ship’s 
captain (the role played by his father 


in 1954) and he will also play the part 
of the Sultan (a role that he played in 
the 1954 show). 

“Back in 1954 I had the part of the 
Sultan and dad had the part of the 
ship’s captain. I was asked if I could 
play the part of the Sultan again this 
year and I was delighted,” said Mr 
Fletcher. 

“Then the director said that there 
weren’t enough men to fill the mature 
roles in the show and I was asked if I 
could play the ship’s captain. To play 
both parts is very unusual but I think 
it will be great and will be one for the 
scrap book. 

“It will involve a lot of quick 
changes but I’m sure it will all be 
alright on the night.” 

Sinbad the Sailor runs from Sunday, 
February 22th, until Thursday, 
February 26th.

Pig farm plan 
gets red light

A CONTROVERSIAL planning 
application on the outskirts of 
Ottery St Mary has been refused 
by East Devon District Council 
(EDDC). 

Chris Down, of Crealy Farms, East 
Budleigh, had wanted to create a pig 
breeding and rearing unit with slurry 
store and access track at land near 
Collyhead Farm, Venn Ottery. 

The application attracted dozens of 
objections from neighbouring 
residents. 

Many of the concerns centre around 
the smell created by the pig slurry and 
that the development is in an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

Christopher Goodley, of Venn 
Ottery, said: “The main point of our 
objection is the need to keep secure 


the underground water sources in the 
immediate area. 30 years ago, all 
properties in the area received their 
water supply from this source, which 
is privately owned. 

“Today, most properties in Venn 
Ottery are still supplied from it and 
we enjoy some of the purest water to 
be found anywhere. A slurry lagoon 
placed anywhere within a very 
considerable distance of this area 
must be seen as a very great threat to 
this system of waterways.” 

Janet Farrow, of Ottery St Mary, 
said: “If this development is allowed 
to go ahead it will have a considerable 
impact on my life and home and on 
others living nearby and visiting this 
part of east Devon. 

“It is a very large industrial unit that 
would house several thousand 
animals being intensively farmed. I 
consider this unsuitable for an Area of 


Outstanding Natural Beauty.” 

David Freeman, of Southerton, 
added: “The smell pollution from the 
slurry pit will have a major impact on 
surrounding properties. 

“The design of this development is 
more akin to an industrial 
development which should be 
confined to a suitable industrial 
estate.” 

Despite the concerns of residents 
the Environment Agency and 
Highway Agency had no objections 
to the proposed development. 

The proposal was refused by district 
council officials on Friday, February 
4th, and a spokesman for EDDC said: 
“Despite the development being 
agricultural in nature, it fails to 
preserve or enhance the environment 
designated as an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty and as such deserving 
of the highest level of protection.”

SWT chairman Alistair Handyside 
explained: “Whilst I am deeply 
saddened at the prospect of the 
imminent closure of SWT, I am truly 
inspired by the hard work and focus 
of the industry and in the fact that 
they are rallying together to ensure 
continuity. 

“We are stronger together than 
apart and this approach will enable 
the southwest to maintain its profile 
and prestige as a leading tourist 
destination. 

“I would like to thank the industry 
for their support, and the team at 
SWT for their continued 
commitment at what is a very 
difficult time for them all.”

“Vbuld you 
Lelieve it? A 
song-tnrusn!” 

A LONG email from a reader, Alison Tottenham, 
who is deeply involved in environmental sciences, 
has commented on my reference to the 
disappearance of song-thrushes. 

They suffered, she says, a severe decline from the end 
of the 1970s caused, so it was said, by a virus. However, 
as Alison points out, that was a long time ago and one 
would have expected the population to have recovered 
but this has not happened. Last April she saw a thrush 
in her Honiton garden but it was immediately chased 
away by two blackbirds. Is it the case, she enquires, that 
today where there are blackbirds, thrushes are not 
welcome? 

Alison also picked up on my remarks about red 
squirrels and agrees that it would be delightful to see 
them back in Devon woods but, as always, the alien 
grey squirrels have to be eliminated before our native 
reds have a chance of success on the mainland. Perhaps, 
she writes, we should shoot greys for the pot . . . 
“squirrel casserole does, I am told, taste very good”. 

Well, yes it does indeed and I can thoroughly 
recommend grey squirrel as a game animal on the table 
but, as Alison agrees, a few dinners will not achieve the 
extermination necessary to allow reds to return and the 
attitude of urban dwellers, who feed the brutes, will be 
hard to change. That greys can be removed from an area 
has been proved, provided an all-out attack is 
orchestrated. There was a time, 50 years ago, when the 
government issued cheap cartridges and there was a 
bounty on tails. The only hope would be to concentrate 
on a large area of woodland in Devon or Dorset and 
obtain the co-operation of landowners and farmers to 
back a major campaign to eliminate every grey squirrel 
in the area, and then introduce a small colony of reds. 
However, the area would have to be closely monitored 
and any greys at once destroyed. It is, I fear, only a 
pipe-dream. 

Would you believe it! Whilst writing this column a 
song-thrush has just landed in the field in front of my 
office and is hopping round for worms and insects. I 
have the glasses on it and it appears to be a healthy, well 
fledged specimen.

Good to hear that Dorset’s winterbournes, the streams 
which flow seasonally, are being restored by the Dorset 
Wild Rivers project, led by Dorset Wildlife Trust. 

Important chalk stream habitat, including the Frome 
and Piddle valleys and the chalk stream tributaries of 
the Stour, Allen, Tarrant and North Winterbornes are 
being targeted. 

A 650 metre section of new chalk stream habitat has 
been created on the South Winterbourne at Winterborne 
Herringston and fish, including brown trout, are 
expected to use the habitat for spawning in wet winters, 
following the flow downstream as the winterbourne 
dries out. 

The project is working with landowners, angling 
groups and The Wild Trout Trust and has the backing of 
film-maker Simon King, who was filming on Dorset’s 
chalk streams last year.

Tips on how to rejuvenate 
and reshape your hedges 
- plus, find out what else 
needs doing in the garden 
this week. 

Hedges can be the mak¬ 
ing of a garden, providing 
clear boundaries and acting 
as a windbreak and a hand¬ 
some green backdrop to 
other plants. 

A neglected hedge, on the 
other hand, can be a total 
eyesore, especially if it’s 
bare at the base or totally 
out of shape due to lack of 
pruning. 

Late winter is an ideal 
time to cut back tough hedg¬ 
es such as beech, pyracan- 
tha, yew (which is the only 
conifer which will re-shoot 
from old wood), holly and 
hawthorn. They can be cut 
back hard to rejuvenate and 
reshape them and re-growth 
will start almost immedi¬ 
ately. if you feed the hedge 
the growing season before, 
it should come back healthy 
and vigorous. 

As a rule, it’s best to 
prune deciduous types in 
late winter and evergreens 
in spring. Feed and mulch 
in mid-spring and water 
during dry weather. Fill in 
unsightly gaps in the hedge 
with smaller plants and 
avoid trying to match a plant 
with the height of an exist¬ 
ing hedge. 

Be warned, though, that 
newcomers have to compete 
for food, moisture and light 
with the bigger, established 
plants, which is why the 
failure rate with in-filling is 
pretty high. 

Box hedging won’t be 


harmed by hard pruning. A 
bush can be drastically cut 
back in spring, but to avoid 
large bare patches, stagger 
the work over two to three 
seasons. 

Use sharp secateurs to 
prune holly hedges and ev¬ 
ergreen cherry laurels, as 
the large glossy leaves turn 
brown and look terrible if 
they’re chopped in half with 
shears. 

Use a sharp bow saw 
for thick branches, loppers 
for those a little smaller 
and secateurs for twiggy 
growth. 

To make the job easier, 
lay hessian or sheets of 
polythene at the base of the 
hedge if you are trimming 
a lot off it, to gather the 
clippings. 

if a conifer hedge has 
become bare at the base, con¬ 
sider growing other plants in 
front of it to cover the gaps, 
such as Euonymus fortune! 
‘Emerald ‘n’ Gold’ or ‘Emer¬ 
ald Gaiety’, which are per¬ 
fect for shady spots and will 
brighten up the plain green 
foliage of a hedge. 

Cutting a hedge back 
hard should be done in stag¬ 
es, as it takes quite a lot out 
of the plant, in year one 
the top and one side can be 
pruned, the opposite side in 
year two. 

Start from the bottom 
and work upwards and, if 
possible, shred the clippings 
and put them on the compost 
heap as you go along. The 
top of the hedge should be 
trimmed last, it may look 
drastic but don’t worry, it 
will recover.

A COLYTON football profile has 
been appointed manager of 
Exeter City EC’s (ECFC) youth 
development centre in the town.

George started at the Barnstaple 
development centre and enjoyed 
success in the first team before being 
sold to Wolverhampton Wanderers 
where he got a taste of top flight 
football. 


Simon concluded: “One in a 
thousand may make that [George’s] 
progress, but getting a player into our 
first team is a massive success.”
